1. aA infant and small child carrier comprising: 

a saat of substantially rigid material to bear against 
the thigh of \ wearer, said seat including: 

an ope\-bottom top having an upwardly extending upper 
section, a downwardly extending lower section, and a pair of 
side sections join^igNfeaid upper and lower sections as a single 
unit restable on edWk_gjL*r faces of said upper, lower and side 
sections; \ 

a first strapV through said lower section to encircle 
the waist of the wearer; Wid 

a second strap through said lower section coupled with 
said first strap to extend across the chest, a shoulder, and the 
back of the wearer. \ 

2. Th^v carrier of Claim 1, also including a fabric covering 
over said opeV-bottom top. 

3. The carrier of Claim 1, also including a padded fabric 
covering over said open-bottom top. 

4 It The carrier of Claim 1, also including a fabric covering 
over said open-bottom top land across opposing ones of said edge 
surfaces in forming a pocket Nonclosure therebetween. 



5\. The carrier of Claim 4 wherein said pocket closure is 
selectively openable and closable for storage. 

6. The carrier of Claim 5 wherein said fabric covering is 
removable Yfrorn over said open-bottom top. 

7. The\carrier of Claim 5 wherein said fabric covering is 
washable .

16. The carrier of Claim 14 wherein said widths of said 
second portions Oyf said upwardly extending upper section, said 
downwardly extending lower section, and said pair of side 
sections are substantially equal. 

17. The carrier \f Claim 14 wherein each of said first 
angles of said upwardly extending upper section, said downwardly 
extending lower sectionA and said pair of side sections are 
substantially equal. \ 

18. The carrier of Claim 14 wherein each of said second 
angles : of said upwardly extending upper section, said downwardly 
extending lower section, and se^id pair of side sections are 
substantially equal. \ 

19. The carrier of Claim 14 ^herein said downwardly 
extending lower section is of a length gxeater than the length 
of said upwardly extending upper section. \
